Holdup Man Jumps Into 
Auto Waiting for 
“Go” Signal. 


THREAT TO SHOOT 
FOLLOWS KNIFING 


Capt. White Is the Fourth 
Autoist to Be Robbed 
Within Week. 


The “red light robber,” most spec- 
tacular holdup man of recent years, 
robbed Capt. William R. White, U. S. 
A., of the Cairo hotel, of $6 at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning while special squads 
of detectives and policemen were 
searching for him in another section 
of the city. Capt. White was slashed 
on the hands and arms when he re- 
fused to obey the robber’s command. 
He was the fourth victim. 

Capt. White told police that he had 
stopped his automobile at Seventeenth 
street and Massachusetts avenue to 
await the green automatic traffic sig- 
nal to proceed. Before the green light 
flashed, he said, the robber, a negro, 30 
years old and apparently well educated, 
jumped on to the running board of the 
car. 

His left hand was held inside his 
coat pocket, Capt. White said, and the 
pocket bulged as if it contained a pis- 
tol. “Don’t make an outcry or I will 
shoot you,” the robber said as he 
stepped inside the automobile, seating 
himself beside Capt. White. He pressed 
the pistol against Capt. White’s ribs 
and ordered him to drive when the 
green light flashed to Fifth and T 
streets northwest. 


Hands Slashed, Shooting Threatened. 


Shortly after starting the automobile 
Capt. ‘White reached over and grabbed 
the hand which the robber was hold- 
ing in his pocket and pinned it to his 
side. When he grabbed the negro’s 
left hand, Capt. White said, a knife 
appeared in the robber’s right hand. 
The robber slashed Capt. White's hands 
with the knife and told him that if 
he refused to obey his commands he 
would shoot. 

Capt. White drove the man to Fifth 
and T streets where the robber searched 
his pockets and removed the $6. Later 
he drove to Freedmen’s hospital where 
physicians treated his wounds. 

Shortly before the police left to 
search for the robber, John J. Shanley, 
3808 T street northwest, reported he 
was held up Saturday night at Seven- 
teenth and T streets northwest by a 
man answering the description of Capt. 
White’s assailant. 

Shanley said he stopped his auto- 
mobile on Seventeenth street to await 
the green traffic light before crossing

Appropriations for U. S. 
$4,211,201,270 in 1928 


$242,600,525 Less Than That Voted for 1927, Madden 
Announces—Cost of Government Growing De- 
spite Claims of Economy, Byrns Says. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A total of $4,211,201,270.41 was pro- 
vided for current expenses of the gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, Chairman Madden, of the House 
appropriations committee, announced 


| yesterday in summing up the financial 


activities of the recent session of Con- 
gress. 

While the amount is $242,600,525 be- 
low that made available during the 
present fiscal year, the chairman said 
the reduction would have, been only 
$100;000,000 if the Senate had passed 
the second deficiency supply bill and 
the public buildings measure, 

Simultaneously with the chairman’s 
statement, Representative Byrns, of 
Tennessee, ranking Democrat on the 
committee, issued a statement declar- 
ing an analysis of the 1928 appropria- 
tions “shows the cost of the Federal 
government continues to grow,” despite 
claims of economy. 

Mr. Madden pointed to many minor 
increases in the activities of the gov- 
ernment and maintained that so long 
as the country’s normal activities con- 


tinually are enlarging “it is futile to 
expect that the relationship between 
the government and the expanding in- 
terests of its people can be maintained 
without an increasing cost.” 

Contending appropriations grow 
larger with each session, Mr. Byrns said 
that “in the face of such a situation I 
often wonder at the temerity of the 
President or that mythical figure, ‘the 
White House spokesman,’ in their con- 
tinued claims of economy.” 

He declared the President, in trans- 
mitting budget estimates to Congress 
each fall, requested a smaller amount 
than would be required and “then 
quietly, at a later date, sent in large 
supplemental estimates.” 

Byrns and Madden both credited 
Congress with effecting reductions in 
the amounts requested by the budget 
bureau, holding that during the last 
session a total saving of $563,021 had 
been made. 

Referring to one of the few instances 
where Congress exceeded budget recom-

Huge Plane Is Being Built 
for Nonstop Attempt 
for $25,000 Prize. 


LIMIT OF 42 HOURS 
IS FIXED BY AVIATOR 


First Trial Since Sikorsky 
Ship Tragedy; To Carry 
Coolidge Greeting. 


New York, March 13 (By A. P.).— 
Lieut. Comdr. Noel Davis, U. 8S. N., will 
hop off from Mitchel fiefd early next 
June, ‘confident that he will land in 
Paris not more than 42 hours later. 
The fiight will be all-American in 
plane, engines and crew. It will be 
made in an attempt to capture a prize 
of $25,000 offered by Ramond Orteig, 
New York hotel man, for a nonstop 
flight from New York to Paris. 

Commander Davis made the first: 
definite and detailed announcement of 
his plans today. 

The plane to be used is a specially 
built machine of the pathfinder type, 
developed by the Keystone Air Craft 
Co., Bristol, Pa. It is now nearing 
completion and is expected to bé ready 
for its initial tests late in April or 
early in May... 

The proposed flight will be the sec- 
ond attempt to fly from New York tc 
Paris in a-nonstop trip. The first ef- 
fort ended tragically with the loss of 
two lives when the Sikorsky plane in 
which Capt. Rene Fonck, of France, 
planned to make the crossing, burned 
at Roosevelt field, L. I., last September. 

Three Wright Motors. 

The Davis plane will be equipped 
with three whirlwind Wright engines 
of the rotary type, each of nine cylin- 
ders and each developing 240 horse- 
power. 

Only one other person will occupy 
the cockpit with Commander Davis. 
Who this is to be has not been definite- 
ly decided upon, the commander said. 

- The plane will carry 1,500 gallons of 
fuel when it takes off on its 3,600-mile 
sustained flight. With this load it will 
weigh 16,000 pounds at the start and 
will weight 7,000 pounds when it lands 
at Paris. 

In addition to the fuel and equip- 
ment, the plane will carry 100 pounds 
of mail, composed of diplomatic letters, 
including a greeting from President 
Coolidge to the president of France. 
The rest of the mail will be souvenir 
postcards, commemorating the flight. 


To Use Northern Route. 


The route of the flight will be from 
New York over Boston, Nova Scotia, 
New Foundland, thence across the At- 
lantic ocean, over Ireland, the north- 
ern part of France, and along the Seine 
river to Paris. 

The start in June, the commander 
said, will give him the best possible 
weather conditions, including westerly 
winds. 

With an average 20-mile breeze be- 
hind him, Commander Davis estimates 


he can make the crossing in about 35 
hours. The flight cost, including that 
of the plane, is estimated at $100,000. 
Part of this sum has been provided by 
donations, while the sale of the souvenir 
postcards is expected to produce the 
balance. 

To facilitate the business of prepara- 
tion for the flight the New York-Paris 
Non-Stop Flight Corporation has been 
incorporated in Delaware with a capita] 
stock of $100,000 and Commander Davis 
as its president. No sale of stock has 
been undertaken, and the corporation 
will be dissolved when the flight has 
been completed.

NMADE LEGITIMATELY 
MANAGER ASSERTS 


Brief Is Filed in Defense 
of the Pennsylvania 
Senator-Elect. 


CHARGES DECLARED 
TO BE MISLEADING 


Larger Part of Outlay Was 
for Other Candidates, 
Mackey Insists. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

A brief in behalf of William S. Vare, 
the first defense offered in behalf of 
the Pennsylvania senator-elect, has 
just been presented by Harry A. 
Mackey, Vare’s campaign manager in 
the Pennsylvania primary and elec- 
tion, which came under the fire of the 
Reed “slush fund” committee because 
of the expenditure of large sums of 
money. 

The contention of Mr. Mackey, as ex- 
pressed in the lengthy document, is 
that only $71,435.80 was expended on 
the Vare primary campaign alone; that 
this sum was used for letter writing 
and other publicity ventures to reach 
9,000,000 voters, and was entirely with- 
in the law governing the Pennsylvania 
primaries. The remainder of -the 
money outlay, credited to Vare by the 
Senatorial committee and estimated to 
have been more than $700,000, was, Mr. 
Mackey says, spent in a Statewide cam- 
paign in support of candidates for gov- 
ernor, lieutenant governor, secretary of 
State, members of Congress and almost 
5,000 other minor offices. 

Explanation Given for Outlay. 

According to Mr. Mackey, the greater 
part of the money, both that used di- 
rectly for Mr. Vare and that applied to 
other purposes, was made necessary be- 
cause of a “conspiracy of silence” on 
the part of the Pennsylvania news- 
papers which forced the Vare ticket to 
resort to the use of paid advertising 
and other publicity mediums. 

“Every dollar outside of the $231,005 


distributed among the county .organi-. 


zations in Pennsylvania was spent for 
legitimate publicity,” says Mr. Mackey. 

“The only way,” says the brief, in 
which these expenses can be cut is by 
reforming the primary laws. There is 
no other way whereby the necesasry 
expenses of a candidate who aspires 
to a public office in the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania can be reduced.” 

Under the circumstances Mr. Mackey 
is convinced that “Mr. Vare’s vote rep- 
resented much that is finest in Ameri- 
can spirit, and to charge that this 
splendid exhibition @f political vigor 
was the result of ‘slush fund’ is an 
insult to thousands and thousands of 
patriotic men and women.” 

The brief explains the cash ‘contri- 
butions to county organizations and 
justifies them on the ground that in 
no other way could the Vare forces 
make certain that the men they had 
chosen for party leaders would not be 


taken away from them. If checks had 


been used, Mr. Mackey insists the plans 
of the Vare organization would have 
become public before they had been

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BANDITRY IN NICARAGUA: 
MARINES LOSE SUPPLIES 


American, With Provisions for 
U. S. Forces, Is Robbed 
Near Matagalpa. 


CONSERVATIVES BLAMED 


Managua,’ Nicaragua, March 13 (By 
A. P.).—Little military activity has 
taken place in Nicaragua during the 
past week, although a_ considerable 
amount of banditry is: reported from 
the interior. 

An airplane tour over the Boaco re- 
gion revealed no concentrations of 
considerable number of liberal troops 
and there were no indications that the 
threatened attack by the liberals on 
Boaco was near. 

Since the battle of Chinandega 
there have been reports of banditry 
in the interior among the conservative 
troops who ostensibly have been pre- 
paring to attack the liberal commander, 
Gen. Moncada. Travelers have been at- 
tacked and scattered pillaging and 
looting reported. 

Guy Rourke, an American citizen, 
bringing in supplies for the American 
marines at Matagalpa, reported being 
held up and robbed of the provisions 
and mules. Workers improving the 
highways also have been interferred 
with, tools and animals being seized 
and the workers forced into the army 
although bearing exemption papers 
issued by President Diaz. 

A marine doctor at Matagalpa has 
reported improvement in the condition 
of William H. De Savigny, consular 
agent there, who was seriously beaten 
by unidentified assailants some time 
ago. 

Reports from Corinto say that a 
drive on the liberals will be begun 
shortly in the hope of ending the civil 
warfare. 


MacDonald Phones 
To U. S. of His Visit 


New York, March 13 (By A. P.).— 
Ramsay McDonald, former . British 
prime minister, told the New York 
American over the transatlantic tele- 
phone today that he will sail, probably 
April 19, for a visit to this country, 
accompanied by his daughter Ishbel. 

Mr. McDonald indicated his forth- 
coming visit had no political signifi- 
cance, but would be “just a pleasure 
trip” to visit old friends. The American 
called the former premier at his home 
in London to inquire about his trip. It 
was the first time he has used the 
transatlantic telephone.

CANTONESE BIG GUNS 
HEARD AT SHANGHAI 


Shantung Leader Shows His 
Anxiety Over .Position; 
May Quit City. 


Kaifeng, Honan Province, China, 
March 12 (By A. P.).—A fierce battle 
is raging in a heavy snowstorm between 


of Shengking, and semi-independent 
Honan troops at Hanschuang, midway 
between Kaifeng and Chenchow. 

The battle continued-_throughout the 
night with the advantage indefinite un- 
til Chang Tso-Lin succeeded in making 
@ material advance and captured the 
railway station at Chungmohsien. 

It is not known whether this position 
is secure because the storm is bound 
to affect the dispatch of reinforcements 
due from Mukden to assist Chang’s 
main advance line. 

Reports from the north state that 
Mukden is in the grip of the severest 
storm in 40 years. All communication 
and traffic is seriously impeded. 

Driving to Shanghai. 

Shanghai, March 18 (By A. P.).— 
The Cantonese push northward, which 
is menacing the lines of communication 
of Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang, Shantun- 
gese defender of Shanghai, was more 
pronounced today. 

The lull in military operations in 
Kiangsu province was broken today. 
The Cantonese, who are working their 
way forward along both lines of Lake 
Taihu, west of Shanghai, became in- 
volved in fighting on the east shore 
of the lake, between Pingwang and Wu- 
kiang. The sound of heavy gunfire 
could be heard plainly in Soochow, on 
the Grand canal, 57 miles northwest of 
Shanghai. 

Still another evidence of the Canton- 
ese threat to the northwesterners’ com- 
munications was furnished last night. 
An armed band of 70 men removed 
some rails from the Nanking-Shanghai 
railroad only 5 miles from Shanghai. 
A passenger train passing over the line 
was derailed, but no one injured. 

Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang’s persona! 
actions indicate that he is worried 
about his line of communications from 
Shanghai to his capital Tsinau-Fu. He 
visited various points along the railroad 
to Tientsin today and conferred with 
his generals in charge of guarding the 
line of communication. 


Advance to Nanking Also. 


The Cantonese or nationalists are 
continuing to advance down the 
Yangtse river toward Nanking, capital 
of Kiangsu province and about 200 
miles west of Shanghai. They are re- 
ported now only 30 miles from Nan- 
king, and rumors of its imminent fall 
have been circulated. 

Missionary leaders here are seriously 
considering withdrawing their workers 
from Nanking, in which city it is esti- 
mated there are 430 Americans Many 
Chinese refugees are arriving at Shang- 


ing city of Chinkiang. 

The increasing threat to his com- 
munications is lending color to the’re- 
ports circulated by nationalist sympa- 
thizers that Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang 
may evacuate Shanghai and withdraw 
northwestward to the Yangtse river, 
thereby admitting the impossibility of 
defending his long line of communica- 


tions against the thrusts of the na- 
tionalists. Reports that some of Gen. 


Chang Tsung-Chang’s subordinate 
leaders may desert him also are cir- 
culated in nationalist quarters. Yes- 
terday’s observance of the second an- 
niversary of the death of Dr. Sun Yat- 
Sen, pioneer Chinese republican leader, 
did not bring the intense nationalist 
drive to capture Shanghai which had 
been prophesied by some for that date. 
The only fighting reported was in the 
region of Lake Taihu. 


Hankow Sees Reorganization. 


Hankow, March 13 (By A. P.).— 
Great Britain is considered here to 
have taken another step toward further 
recognition of the nationalist regime 
in the decision of Sir Miles W. Lamp- 
son, British minister at Peking, to 
maintain a senior member of the, 
British legation staff in continuous 
residence at Hankow.

retary of the board of foreign missions 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
speaking in the Metropolitan Methodist 
church, dented that soviet influence is 
making any great headway in China. 
The Rev. Henry M. Woods told the 
congregation at the Central Presby- 
terlan church that the policy the 
United States is pursuing in China is 
correct. 


Soviet Influence Doubted. 


Mr .Edwards asserted that the teach- 
ing and philosophy of the soviets have 
not the elements which will appeal to 
the Chinese. He predicted that the 
southern, or Cantonese army, would 
unite China into a strong central gov- 
ernment, since this group stand for 
democracy. 

The Rev. Mr. Woods, for 40 years a 
resident of China, said the United 
States should give China sympathy and 
be willing to accede to fair requests as 
eoon as China shows that she can 
maintain order. No one knows what 
the outcome of the present entangle- 
ment will be, he said, but it is gener- 
ally believed in China that the Rus- 
sians are behind the Cantonese. 

The disturbance in China does not 
extend over as great a territory as is 
generally believed, Jesse Wilson, assist- 
ant general secretary of the student 
volunteer movement which ended its 
convention yesterday afternoon at 
American university, said at the morn- 
ing session. The situation has been 
exaggerated, he declared, adding that 
only a few missionaries have been 
forced to leave home. 


Opportunity for Missionaries. 


The transition that China is passing 
through, however, affords ample op- 
portunity for missionary work, he 
averred. More than 1,500 new mis- 
sionaries' are needed in China each 
year to maintain the present strength 
of the work, and most of these have 
to come from the United States, he 
said.

Secretary Kellogg has issued no state- 
ment as yet regarding the existence of 
a secret diplomatic document said to 
be locked in the strong box of the 
American legation at Managua. Ac- 
cording to reliable information, this im- 
portant communication, signed osten- 
sibly by the Secretary of State, in- 
| Structed Dennis, then charge d’affairca 
iin Nicaragua, to secure if possible, the 
‘election of Adolfo Diaz as president of 
'the Central American republic. The 
‘document is reported to have been re- 
|ceived by Dennis last, November, shortly 
before the election of Diaz by the 
Nicaraguan assembly. 
| That this compromising document is 
;not the figment of the imagination of 
|@ disgruntled diplomat, but actually 
|exists, has been substantiated by the 
| word of a ranking official of the State 
Department. He added, however, that 
the communication is a forgery on the 
part of unscrupulous Mexicans, en- 
deavoring to embarrass the United 
States government through machina- 
tions in Central and South American 
countries. Contradictory statements to 
the effect that the State Deparment 
“can not recall the existence of any such 
document either forged or genuine,” 
have been issued by Undersectretary 
Grew. 

Mr. Grew added to his statement that 
it may be necessary to go through and 
assort a mass of diplomatic papers to 
discover the document.

Dr. Devine Hopes Economic 
Results of Revolution 
Will Be Preserved.

The Roman Catholic Church was de- 
clared the champion of religious lib- 
erty in Mexico by Dr. Edward T. De- 


‘vine, dean of the graduate school of 


the American university, in“‘an address 
before the A. B. Pugh Men’s Bible class 
of Mount Vernon Place Methodist 
Church South yesterday morning. Dr. 
Devine said, however, that he hoped 
the church would not overthrow “the 
good results of the’ revolution in win- 
ning its religious fight. 


There has always been a conflict be- 
tween authority and tradition on one 
side and the democratic demand for 
liberty and equal rights, Dr. Devine 
said, and since the time of Hidalgo 
and Iturbide there has always been 
some one to uphold the rights of the 
downtrodden. He briefly sketched the 
characters of the last four Mexican 
leaders, Madero, Carranza, Obregon and 
Calles, and declared that Calles is the 
best representative of the revolution- 
ary spirit of Mexico. 


Calles Activities Cited. 


He said Calles had been a _ school 
teacher before he became a general, 
and that he was responsible for much 
liberal legislation, such as the freedom 
of the hired laborer from many re- 
strictions, the institution of the six- 
hour day and the workman’s compen- 
sation law. 

Dr. Devine said he came not in a con- 
troversial spirit, but in an effort to ex- 
pound the historical background of the 
present conditions in Mexico. He de- 
clared there is no question that the 
Mexican government has instituted re- 
ligious laws that would not be tolerated 
in the United States. 


Restrictions on Religion Noted. 


He cited the forbidding of religious 
papers to discuss political problems, the 
refusal to allow any but native minis- 
ters to administer religions and the law 
forbidding the holding of any meetings 
for religious purposes excepting in 
church buildings. 

“The Catholic Church in Mexico has 
become the defender of religious free- 
dom,” he said, “and I hope it wins the 
battle. However, I sincerely hope that 
in winning religious freedom the Cath- 
olic Church will not incidentally be the 
means of overthrowing the good results 
of the economic revolution.”

OWNER OF TRUCK LIQUOR 


Police Utilize Discretion Law 
Permits in Not Reveal- 
ing Name. 


HESSE SAYS, ‘NO MYSTERY’ 


A man high in the Federal govern- 
ment is owner of the twelve boxes of 
pre-Volstead liquor the police recover- 
ed from hijackers and turned over to a 


storage company last week, according 
to a report last night. 

A regulation has been promulgated 
by the Treasury Department, it was 
learned, which leaves it to the “discre- 
tion” of prohibition officials as to 
whether they shall make public the 
names of persons who are given per- 
mission to move liquor from one 
place to another. Such a permit was 
issued in this case. 

The liquor was brought to this city 
early Tuesday in a truck of the Big 
Four Transfer Co. While the crew was 
in a restaurant, the truck was stolen, 
robbed of its cargo of liquor and set 
afire. 

Two nights later, it is reported, a 
notorious rum runner, accompanied 
by two detectives, backed a truck up 
to the Tenth precinct and unloaded 
twelve boxes of liquor. This was stor- 
ed in the station house by direction 
of Chief of Detectives Henry G. Pratt. 
The next morning, it is reported, the 
liquor was removed from the station 
house with Pratt’s permission and 
taken to the storage building of the 
American Security & Storage Co. De- 
tectives Fowler and Flaherty super- 
vised its removal. 

Inspector Pratt refused to explain 
how it came about that a rum runner, 
cooperating with detectives delivered 
liquor at a police station and then 
went on his way. 

Inspector Pratt also has refused to 
explain why the twelve cases of liquor 
were not recorded into the property 
book at the detective bureau. Under 
regulations all stolen property recover- 
ed by detectives is registered in this 
book. . 

Maj. Edwin B. Heese, chief of police, 
reiterated last night that he did not 
know who owned the liquor. Maj. 
Hesse said he believed all the mystery 
in the case was quite uncalled for. 
Obviously, he said, the liquor was of 
the pre-Volstead variety and there was 
a government permit for its transfer to 
this city. There was nothing illegal 
about it, he said, therefore why should

TO REOPEN IN 60 DAYS 


West Palm Beach, Fla., ‘March 13 
(By A. P.).—The Farmers Bank & 
Trust Co., of West Palm Beach, one 
of the leading financial institutions 
in this section of the State, announced 
tonight that the bank would not open 


its doors tomorrow. 

The statement was made officially 
by President T. T. Reese, who declared 
that the closing of three other banks 
in this city last Tuesday has forced 
action. 

“We have been forced to close our 
doors in the. best interests of our de- 
positors,” Mr. Reese asserted. “The 
closing of the American Bank & Trust 
Co. and the Northwood Bank & Trust 
Co. together with the First Bank & 
Trust Co. of Palm Beach, all on Tues- 
day hastened this action. 

“We plan to reopen within sixty days, 
and perhaps within 30 days,” he con- 
tinued. “We had no time whatsoever 
to forestall our closing and while we 
safely weathered the strenuous run 
made on our bank last Tuesday and 
the subsequent withdrawal of de- 
posits, we have been pressed for time. 
Three or foyr more days and our bank 
might have passed through this 
crisis. 

“No one will lose a penny, and when 
we open the bank will be even stronger 
than now.” 

Mr. Reese announced that the Farm- 
ers Bank today had total resources to- 
‘taling $10,500,000; capital, $100,000; 
surplus, $200,000, and undivided profits 
of $950,000. The bank was organized 
here in 1914. 

The closing of this bank leaves three- 
financial institutions, including the 
National Bank of West Palm Beach, 
the Central Farmers Trust Co. and the 
Citizens Bank of West Palm Beach, out 
of ten which were in operation here 
@ year ago. Three banks failed simul- 
taneously here last June.

‘POLICE DOUBT SALTIS 
| WAS MARKED TO DIE 


‘Suspect His Two Murdered 
Henchmen Were Mixed 
Up With Rivals.

Chicago, March 13.—Another mystery 
gang killing today—the fourth to occur 
within two days—set police to delving 
once more into the hidden machina- 
tions of the old Genna feudist activities 
on the West Side. . ; 
Alfonso Fiori, sometimes known as 
Fioli, former Genna henchman, was the 
latest murder victim. His body, riddled 
with slugs, was found in an alley. 


Detectives, trying to run down the 
assassins of “Lefty’”’ Koncil and Charles 
(Big Hayes) Hrubeck, shot to death at 
midnight Friday, were hastily diverted 
to the new investigation with the find- 
ing of the body of Fiori. It was at once 
suspected that a link might exist be- 
tween all three killings. 

Fiori’s slayers had not been gentle 
with him. The rubber heels of his 
shoes-had been torn loose by dragging 
him over rough pavements. His over- 
coat was buttoned on backwards and 
in his pockets and clothing were frag- 
ments of glass, indicating he had been 
shot down as he stood behind a glass 
door or through an automobile wind- 
shield. His executioners had made a 
complete job of it. Dumdum bullets, 
probably poisoned and shot-gun slugs 
had pierced his chest, side, back and 
head like a sieve. 


May Never Be Solved. 


“We probably will never know who 
did this,”” said Sergt. Edward Collopy, 
who had been summoned by an Italian 
who stumbled over the body. It was 
still warm when Collopy arrived. The 
Italian who discovered it slipped away 
without giving his name. 

Fiori is the:122d gangster to be slain 
in the last three years. A majority 
have died at the receiving end of 
sawed-off shotguns or machine guns. 
In a few cases the victims had been 
knifed to death. In others they had 
been strangled and in a half dozen in- 
stances efforts had been made to de- 
stroy their identity by quicklime or 
peeling the skin off the face and hands 
or burning the features to an unrec- 
ognizable crisp by the use of gasoline. 
Bodies for the most part have been 
flung to the street where they could be 
found quickly, but in some instances 
they were fished out of the river or 
canal or retrieved from shallow, lime- 
lined graves in the forest preserves or 
on the lonely prairies. 

Fiori’s wife nor any of his nine chil- 
dren could or would not give any in- 
formation that would assist in tracing 
his killers. Mrs. Dominick Sacca, wife 
of the owner of the Norge inn, along- 
side of which Fiori’s body was found, 
was arrested when she opened the 
place. She denied any knowledge of the 
slaying. A search was begun for her 
husband. She said she ,had left him 
asleep in their home, but he was not 
there when the police arrived. 


, “After Me,” Says Saltis. 


“Big Joe” Saltis said today that in 
Saturday’s killings, the slayers were 
after him and killed “Lefty” Koncil 
and “Big Hayes’ Hrubeck to silence 
them. “Two, perhaps three, amateur 
Killers were hired for the job,” said 
Saltis. “They used the car of a well- 
known gangster, but he was not riding 
with them. 


Lefty’ knew who they were. That’s 
why he is dead. They weren’t after 
kim. These guys were after me. When 
Lefty and Big Hayes climbed out of 
their car and started to run, they were 
killed to prevent them telling me who 
was after me. Lefty shouldn’t have 
been driving my car. If he had not 
used it he would be alive today.”

“Lefty” Koncil had probably been 
dealing with the Niemotk gang, a new 
band of thugs and beer runners headed 
by a notorious former convict. The 
police say Koncil paid the penalty of 
trying to get some of the “big money” 
by dealings with rivals of the Saltis 
gang. 

Schneider, the real estate man who 
was shot down Friday evening, ‘was 
another victim of the bootleggers’ 
trust. He had been mixed up in some 
dealings with the gangsters, who had 
threatened his life. He made the mis- 
take of asking police protection. Spies 
saw him go to the detective head- 
quarters and this act signed his death 
warrant. The gangsters figured he 
was furnishing information.

The news- 
papers say that several women’s or- 
ganizations, whose. membership in- 
clude members of very prominent fami- 
lies, are under suspicion. 

The Mexican government announced 
today. that it will deposit $1,139,172 to- 
morrow in New York for the purpose 
of payments to the international bank- 
ers committee on Mexico’s foreign debt.

upon the Ku Klux Klan to confuse the 
real issue between the Mexican and 
United States governments by injecting 
the religious question into American 
politics, Representative James A. Galli- 
van, Democrat, Massachusetts, told the 
Holy Name Society of St. Gregory’s 
church today.

Halifax, N. S., March 13 (By A. P.),— 
Ninety-six hours on a gale-driven lump 
of wreckage, 200 miles off the Virginia 
capes, was the story told in this port 
today by Capt. W. E. Rutledge and 
seven of his men, survivors from the 
Boston schooner Jessie G. Noyes, which 
foundered on March 3 with the loss of 
three lives. Capt. Rutledge and his 
men arrived here today on the White 
Star liner Regina en route to their 
homes in the United States, and for 
the first time since curt radio messages 
announced their rescue the full story 
of their experiences was told. 

The Noyes, a 2,400-ton, four-masted 
schooner, sailed from Brunswick, Ga., 
on February 25 for Boston, Capt. Rut- 
ledge said. Five days later sne was 
struck by a vicious semitropical gale. 
The wind blew from every point of the 
compass. On Thursday, March 3, the 
deck-load of creosoted railroad ties 
broke loose and without a moment’s 
warning the Noyes rolled her starboard 
beam under. 

Lifeboats, provisions atid three of the 
crew were swept to destruction in one 
brief moment.

HOPE FOR AGREEMENT 
ON 5-5-3 RATIO BASIS 


Cost of Competitive Programs 
Believed Chief Reason 
for Conference. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

With the Geneva three-power naval 
conference assured, some Washington 
Officials are wondering whether an 
agreement of Great Britain, the United 
States and Jgpan to limit sharply 
building programs in 10,000-ton cruisers 
may not be a natural starting point for 
the proposed extension of tonnage 
limitations to other than capital ships 
and airplane carriers. 

The size limit of 10,000 tons was 
fixed by the Washington treaty and 
covers any type of combat craft except 


battleships and aircraft carriers. That 
treaty also forbids the arming of any 
but capital ships with larger than 8- 
inch caliber guns. 

The whole naval controversy during 
the recent session of Congress involved 
the building program of these super- 
cruisers of the full maximum size per- 
mitted by the Washington treaty. No 
Mation as yet has any of these treaty 
cruisers in actual commission, although 
Great Britain has launched several and 
both the United States and Japan are 
constructing simflar vessels. All three 
governments, however, have extensive 
10,000-class building programs author- 
ized. 

The American cruisers will cost 
roughly $16,000,000 each when com- 

leted. Costs to other governments at 
east will approximate that figure. 
Vessels of this size will require large 
crews which make them expensive in 
operation. 

In view of this situation the notion 
has occurred to some observers here 
that a limiting agreement as to the 
mumber of 10,000 tonners to be com- 
pleted on a 5-5-3 ratio basis might 
conceivably be arrived at in the Geneva 
negotiations. 

It is admitted that the suggestion 
is purely conjectural, since there has 
been no indication as yet that the 
Washington government is preparing 
to submit proposals of this nature at 
Geneva. The cost of the present com- 
petitive programs in this type of ship, 
however, is believed to be the chief 
factor in bringing about agreement on 
the Geneva discussions.

AY MOSCOW PLAYERS 


Stirring Hebrew Drama Is 
Characterized by Rever- 
ential Atmosphere. 


DOMINATED BY MESKIN 


“The Golem,” that Frankenstein 
legend of ancient Hebraic folklore 
which was first introduced to this 
country in dramatic form through the 
screen version produced in Germany 
by UFA, and universally lauded by the 
critical, was given an equally praise- 
worthy stage performance at the Be- 
lasco last night by the Moscow thea- 
ter Habina. 

This group, whose devotional and 
skilled presentations in Hebrew won 
for them in Russia the protection and 
sponsorship ef Constantin Stanislavsky 
and the Moscow Art theater, have been 
lately repeating their triumphs in .New 
York and were brought to Washington 
for a single performance. 

It has been said of the Habima Play- 
ers that their performances are “like a 
devotional prayer’? and with the theme 
of “The Golem” dealing with a legend 
created to fight the persecution of the 
Jewish people there was a reverential 
atmosphere to last night’s perfommance 
in the auditorium as well as on the 
stage. 

The plot is laid in Prague, Bohemia, 
in the sixteenth century and deals with 
the creation of a gigantic clay figure 
into whom life of a sort is breathed by 
a rabbi made desperate by the persecu- 
tion of his people. The figure, called 
the Golem, was endowed with super- 
human strength and when the inquisi- 
tion in Prague attempts to manufacture 
evidence that a Gentile child had been 
murdered by the Jews in connection 
with religious ceremonies, the Golem is 
directed to a revengeful slaughter of 
all the followers of the Inquisitor 
Tadeush. 

But having once tasted the power of 
killing, the Golem does not discrimi- 


creator kills many of the Jewish peo- 
ple and wrecks their homes. The Rab- 
bi at last regains his power over the 
Golem and turns him back into clay, 
but having rejected an opportunity 
offered by the Messiah to relieve the 
persecution of his people by peaceful 
means, he listens in despair to the 
question, “Whence will come our salva- 
tion?” as the play ends. 

Living up to the best traditions of 
the Moscow Art theater the Habima 
players subordinate their individual 
efforts toward the achievement of a 
cohesive whole, but despite that the 
playing of. A. Meskin as the Golem 
dominated the play. There was a fear- 
ful fascination to his demoniac glee 
as he made tragic use of his tremen- 
dous strength and he successfully cre- 
ated the illusion of an inhuman cre- 
ation of gigantic proportions.

BRITISH NAVAL RATIO 
IS UPHELD BY WILBUR 


U. S. Arms Provisions to Be 
Fulfilled in 1942, He 
Writes in Article. 


New York, March 13 (By A. P.).—A 
temporary inequality in the 5-5 ton- 
nage ratio of capital ships does exist 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, but this is in accord with the 
Washington armament limitation treaty, 
according to Secretary of the Navy 


Curtis D. Wilbur. In an interview with 
Clinton W. Gilbert, published in the 
current issue of Collier’s Weekly, Secre- 
tary Wilbur says that the temporary 
inequality exists because the ratio pro- 
vided will not “be exagly reached un- 
til 1942.” 

“England is modernizing her capital 
ships in accordance with the treaty,” 
Mr. Wilbur says. America, he asserts, is 
doing likewise. “I regard,” he says, “‘the 
modernization of the older battleships, 
as authorized by Congress, the most 
important and remarkable recent ac- 
complishment of the navy.” 

“The cruiser problem is the one re- 
quiring most attention and largest ex- 
penditure,” Secretary Wilbur says. Al- 
though the treaty’s ratio applies only 
to capital ships—ships of more than 
10,000 tons displacement—Japan is fol- 
lowing the treaty ratio in regard to 
cruisers, he says. American cruiser ton- 
nage is now 75,000, against 296,000 of 
Britain and Japan combined. Present 
building programs, when completed, 
will give the United States 125,000, as 
against 488,000 for Britain and Japan, 
he declared. 


Chief Sikorsky Pilot 
Injured in Nose Dive 


Westbury, N. Y., March 13 (By A. 
P.).—-Alexander Krapish, chief pilot of 
the Sikorsky Aero Engineering Corpora- 
tion, suffered a fractured skull and in- 
ternal injuries when he lost control of 
an airplane, near here today. He was 
taken to the Nassau County hospital 
in a critical condition. 

The all-steel plane went into a nose 
dive while Krapish was attempting to 
do an obeisance with the machine as 
he flew over St. Bridget’s Catholic 
church. 

Krapish came from Russia with 
Sikorsky when bolsheviks drove out 
the white Russians. He was active in 
testing the plane in which Capt. Rene 
Fonck was to attempt to span the At- 
lantic last year. 


Alfonso Recovering 
From Grip Attack 


Madrid, March 13 (By A. P.).—King 
Alfonso of Spain, who has been suffer- 
ing from grip, was reported feeling 
vetter today. His physicians expressed 
the opinion that his condition was not 
serious. The king was reported able 
to obtain rest for long periods, indicat- 
‘ng that his illness was taking a favor- 
able course. 

Most of the executives of foreign 
countries have instructed their diplo- 
matic representatives to make calls at 
the palace to inquire after the king’s 
health, ‘and telegrams have been re- 
ceived from many points asking as to 
his condition.

Russian Mercenaries in Line 
‘With American and Other 
Volunteers, 


HANTUNGESE LOOTING 
IS CAUSING A PANIC 
Shops in Native Quarter Are 
Stripped at the Point 
of Bayonet. 


Shangha!, March 13 (By A. P.).—The 
most thoroughly international spec~- 
tacle since the Shanghal concentration 
began, took place on the streets of the 
city today when the Shanghal volun- 
teer corps paraded, 1,700 strong. 

The marchers included Americans, 
English, Scotch, Japanese, Italians, 
Portuguese, Filipinos, .Chinese and 
Russians. The corps consists of resi- 
dent foreigners in Shanghai and was 
organized to act in any emergency. 

A feature of the parade was the pres- 
ence of a recently recruited Russian 
company of 200 men, most of them 
veterans of the czarist armies. It is 
believed that this company is the only 
mercenary body employed by any mu- 
nicipality in the world. It constitutes 
the only paid unit in the volunteer 
corps. 

F. W. Linde, soviet consul at Shang- 
hai, returned today from Nanking 
after an unsuccessful attempt to re- 
lease Mme. Borodin, wife of the Can- 
tonese adviser, and three Russian 
couriers, who were arrested by the 
Shantungese more than a week ago. 

Mr. Linde said that the Shantung 
leader, Chang Tsung-Chang had prom- 
ised to use his influence in behalf of 
the Russians but that since the matter 
~as now in the hands of the Peking 
eovernment he was powerless to take 
any action without approval from 
Peking. The Russians interpret this as 
merely a process of “passing the buck.” 

The Pamiat Lenina, soviet vessel 
aboard which the Russians were seized, 
bad been renamed the Ichang and is 
being used to transport Shantung 
troops on the Yangtse. It is reported 
that a crew of white Russians will soon 
be put aboard. Thus there are little 
indications of any intention by the 
Chinese to return the ship to Russia. 

The soviet authorities scout ‘a report 
from Peking that one of the three 
couriers is a woman. 


A state of virtual panic prevails 


~among the Chinese shopkeepers of the 


native city of Shanghai who are feeling 
the heavy hand of the Shantung 
soldiery whose tactics are believed to be 
doing much to swing native business 
men over to the nationalist cause. 

Chang Tsung-Chang’s troops are said 
to be maintaining the evil reputation 
they have gaine< in other parts of the 
country. A dozen shops have been 
looted and many merchants are afraid 
to open their doors. Large sums of 
money have been demanded at the 
point of the bayonet while the native 
police are powerless to interfere. 


Chaos in China Is Termed 


Problem for Historians

New York, March 13 (By A. P.).—Fu- 


ture historians will be called upon to 
perform some interesting mental gym- 
nastics in recording the present chaos 
in China, in the opinion of the Rev. 
Edward Jones, for 30 years a Methodist 
Episcopal missionary in Nanking. 

His prediction, based on his own 
analysis holding there are at least six 
types of revolution “acting and inter- 
acting’ in China, was made in a report 
to the board of foreign missions of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, issued to- 
day.

REBUILDING PREHISTORIC 
FEW GEORGIA 1S TOLD 


Clay Weapons and Toys Are 
Found in Etowah Mounds, 
Investigator Says. 


ART WORK ON SHELLS 


Atlanta, Ga., March 13 (By A. P.).— 
The fascinating work of reconstructing 
the life of a prehistoric people that 
dwelled on the banks of the Etowah 
river in northwest Georgia was related 
here tonight in an illustrated talk by 
Dr. Warren Moorehead, of Andover, 
Mass., director of the present arche- 
ological expedition at the Etowah In- 
dian mounds near Cartersville. 

“The life and arts of the warriors 
are well known because of the num- 
ber of weapons, ornaments and other 
things found in the stone graves,” the 
speaker said, “but the life of the com- 
mon people, who were in the majority, 
has remained unknown.” 


Work of reconstructing daily life in 
the ancient village, he said, will con- 
tinue two weeks. The excavators have 
already found portions of the principal 
clay walls of their buildings. At one 
point 2 feet below the surface mem- 
bers of the exploring party have dis- 
covered the hard burned floor of a 
wigwam, virtually intact. 

A number of clay toys have been 
found, as well as some odd pipes, sew- 
ing needles, cooking pots and awls used 
in perforating deer skins, Dr. Moore- 
head said. 

“Last spring,” he continued, “a Mr. 
Cox, of Tennessee, worked out one of 
the wigwam sites for our party and 
discovered a well-constructed clay oven 
in which pottery may have been 
baked.” 

The day before he came to Atlanta, 
he said, a skeleton was discovered with 
several unusual objects, one of which 
was a long, sharp instrument of bone, 
widened at one end and decorated that 
may have been used in primitive surg- 


ry. 

“It is extremely difficult to chip in 
fiint a slender object more than a foot 
in length,” he declared, “yet the Etowah 
village possessed a flint artist who was 
so skillful that he chipped out most 
beautifully an object 26% inches in 
length. In point of fineness and execu- 
tion it is unequaled anywhere in the 
world.” 

The ethnologist also commented upon 
art in shell—the natives securing a 
large fresh water clam and cutting with 
thin flint knives until the shell was 
perforated and the human figures, birds 
or serpents, stood out almost like fili- 
gree work. 

In some of the graves unearthed at 
the Etowah mound fragments of tex- 
tiles were found, some of cloth and 
cane and others of wild hemp and wild 
cotton. Preservatives had to be used 
in securing these pieces. 

No attempt has been made to date 
these mound builders, Dr. Moorehead 
said. “They are simply pre-De Soto— 
that is before 1540.” .

Chicago, March 13 (By A. P.).—A 
Joliet jail guard was under arrest and 
half a dozen others were in custody in 
Joilet and Chicago tonight in connec- 
tion with the escape Saturday morning 
from the Will county jail at Joliet of 


three of six convicts awaiting death for 
murder. 

A grand jury investigation of the jail 
break, which cost the life of a Chicago 
policeman and in which foyr others, 
including one of the convicts, were 
shot, will be made if the facts warrant, 
Hjalmar Rehn, State's attorney of Will 
county, said tonight after a day of in- 
vestigation. 

One of the three Mexican convicts 
who escaped was still at large and, in 
company with another Mexican, was 
believed by the police to have held up 
and robbed -a laundry driver of $60 
here last night. 

Edward F. Gibbons, one of the spe- 
cial guards on duty at the Joliet jail 
when the jail break occurred, was ar- 
rested at Joliet last night on a war- 
rant issued by Sheriff Albert Markgraf, 
in which he was charged with aiding 
the escape of the’ three Mexican con- 
victs who sawed through the bars of 
their cell, terrorized and trussed up 
jail guards, kidnaped a guard and 
forced him to drive the sheriff's auto- 
mobile to Indiana Harbor, Ind., where 
they transferred. to a taxicab when the 
car broke down. 


Detectives Meet Cab. 


When their cab reached Ghicago they 
were met by a detective squad and in 


the ensuing battle one policeman was! 


fatally shot and the driver, another 
policeman and one of the convicts were 
wounded. During the jail delivery a 
trusty was shot when he was mistaken 
by a guard for one of the convicts. 

The three: Mexicans left behind three 
Americans, all six being under sentence 
of death for killing Peter Klein, a dep- 
uty warden at Joliet penitentiary, when 
the six and one other convict, who has 
never been caught, made a similar 
break for liberty nine months ago. 

The three American convicts had 
possession of the jail for a time, but 
surrendered when the building had 
been surrounded by a posse. 

Two women and two men, all Mexi- 
cans, were held for questioning at 
Joliet in addition to the jailer under 
arrest. They were Eloisa Ayala, 16, and 
Atilana Elizaldo, 25, and the father and 
grandfather of the latter girl, all of 
whom had been frequent visitors to the 
three Mexicans. 

In Chicago, Juanita Gallardo, sweet- 
heart of Bernardo Roa, the convict still 
at liberty, and another girl, a friend 
of the Mexicans, were held for question- 
ing. ; 

Police said tonight that the three 
Mexican convicts will be charged with 
still another murder, that of Leo 
Grant, the policeman who was fatally 
wounded here. 

Some of the convicts will then stand 
charged with five murders, three Chi- 
cago policemen, the deputy prison war- 
den and an elevated railroad ticket 
agent being numbered as their victims. 


Torres Under Questioning. 


State’s Attorney Rehn came to Chi- 
cago today and questioned Roberto 
Torres, one of the three Mexicans who 
was recaptured, and the police also 
questioned Gregorio Rizzo, the recap- 
tured Mexican who was wounded, while 
at Joliet officials talked with the three 
American convicts in an effort to de- 
termine whether special guards on 
duty 15 feet from their cells knew that 
they were sawing the bk’ ts or that saws 
and pistols had been sn, ¥Ygled to them. 
At the time of the esa pe one of the 
American convicts had remarked that 
the jailbreak cost them $1,500, and had 
cursed Gibbons as being responsible for 
its part failure. 

Roa, the convict still at liberty, car- 
ried 21 bullet wounds, he having been 
shot by posses after the escape from 
the penitentiary last spring. 

Roa’s sweetheart, the Gallardo girl, 
was confronted by Torres kere today 
and they were questioned together by 
Mr. Rehn. The girl admitted receiv- 
ing many letters from Roa in which he 
asked for saws but denied that she had 
tried to send him any. 

Mr. Rehn intimated that he had in 
his possession considerable evidence not 
made public, and other officials after 
an investigation at the jail said that 
it would have been wholly impossible 
for the prisoners to have escaped if 
they had been under the eyes of vigi- 
lant guards, as was supposed.

Unusually Favorable to the 
Retail Trade—Steel Op- 
erations Increasing. 


OVERPRODUCTION BRINGS 
THIRD CUT IN OIL PRICES 


Motor Industry Stimulated; 
Rubber Outlook Good; Agri- 
culture Is “Spotted.” 


New York, March 18 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press)-—-The steady improve- 
ment of business continued last week 
largely because the early spring weather 
has been unusually favorable to retail 
trade. Spring buying appears to be 
blossoming out satisfactorily in most 
sections of the country and the general 
trend of commodity prices has been 
upward. 

The principal business barometers 
bear favorable signs. Steel mill opera- 
tions continued to advance, offsetting 
the February decline of 203,000 tons in 
unfilled steel orders. Steel prices con- 
tinued to show signs of stiffening. 

Overproduction remained as a diffi- 
cult hurdle fof the petroleum industry 
and resulted in the third price cut in 
eighteen days. Reductions in the price 
of gasoline and kerosene inevitably fol- 
lowed the decline of crude oll. 


Stimulus to Motor Industry. 


Spring weather gave stimulus to the 
motor industry, which was unsettled 
nevertheless by recurring talk of price 
reductions. The rubber outlook is be- 
ginning to grow more optimistic after 
sustaining heavy losses last year be- 
cause of unstable conditions in the 
crude rubber market. : 

Textiles, which also suffered a bad 
year.in 1926, displayed some slight 
signs of improvement, but this branch 
of business has not yet turned the 
corner. Agriculture was reported as 
spotted, crop prospects being retarded 
by unfavorable weather of the late 
winter in some sections of the country. 

Traffic on the railroads continued to 
exceed that of a year ago, but the gain 
in car loadings was still largely at- 
tributable to abnormal shipments of 
bituminous in anticipation of a strike 
of soft coal miners. Reports toward 
the end of the week intimated that the 
strike would be averted. 

The usual seasonal reduction in an- 
thracite prices by some of the leading 
companies is expected between now 
and the first of April. 

Bank clearings in the leading cities 
were under both the figures for the 
corresponding week of last year and 
for the first week of March. Bank 
debits, on the other hand, advanced 
over the corresponding period of 1926, 
while declining from the high total of 
the preceding week. 

While bond prices are regarded as 
bearing upon general business only in- 
directly, some significance may be at- 
tached to the advance of securities, 
not only in its reflection of continued 
easy credit, but also in its indication 
of an abundance of money not only 
for investment, but for commercial 
purposes. 

The Treasury Department’s action in 
setting an unusually low interest rate 
for its new financing announced at the 
beginning of the week, is seen in busi- 
ness as well as investment circles as a 
favorable barometer to the money 
market. 

The steady increase in the purchas- 
ing power of the average American, 
estimated recently by the national bu- 
reau of economic research at more than 
one-third in the past five years, pro- 
vides an interesting peg on which many 
business men hang an optimistic view 
of the future of business in general. 


BULLETS KILL BANDIT 
LEAPING TO FREEDOM 


Slain Jumping to Coal Pile, 
After Slide Down 
Drain Pipe. 


Chicago, March 13.—Abe Kopman, 
“The Spider,” burglar, who had a 
long police record, is dead and his 
passing was spectacularly in keeping 
with ihs career. 

“The Spider” was shot twice in mid- 
air, leaping 20 feet from a building 
in which detectives had cornered him. 
Six weeks ago he had robbed the same 
building and was back, making an- 
other clean-up.

LEAD WEEK'S TRADING 


One Issue Attains Highest 


Price Recorded Since the 
' Civil. War. 


OTHERS GAIN STRENGTH 


New York, March 13 (By the Associ- 
ated Preas).—United States government 
bonds were the undisputed leaders in 
the bond market during the past week. 
With the announcing of a new issue 
of United States Treasury, certificates 
and 3% and 3% per cent, unusually low 
interest ratés, followed by a proposal 
to refund more than 83,000,000,000 in 
second Liberty loan bonds by issuing 
short-term notes, also at a marked re- 
duction in interest, government securi- 
ties grew buoyant and rose to record- 
breaking prices. In the case of the 
United States Treasury 44s, the price 
‘rose to the highest level ever attained 
by a United States government bond 
since the civil war debt was liquidated. 
Though prices receded at the week-end, 
they remained considerably above the 
level of last Monday. 

The extremely low rates of interest 
obtaining in both phases of the new 
Treasury financing were accepted in 
bond circles as having great signifi- 
cance, as indicating that Secretary Mel- 
lon, to whom the general public looks 
for financial leadership, had implicit 
confidence that the present ease of the 
money market will continue. That in- 
vestors were in accord with the secre- 
tary was evidenced by the fact that the 
new issue of Treasury certificates was 
three times oversubscribed within three 
days after’they were announced. 

The listed market, which had been 
marking time, awaiting the govern- 
ment’s action in relation to the neces- 
sary March financing, began to gather 
strength about the middle of the week. 
Demand for high-grade investment se- 
curities leaped forward, particularly in 
the first mortgages of some of the first- 
class railroads. As yet another indi- 
cation of the market’s trend, the spir- 
ited buying of convertible issues of 
some of the so-called merger roads 
showed symptoms of slowing up and 
there was some liquidation in this class 
of lien. : 

The rise of the market was in the 
face of stiffening competition by new 
offerings, of which there was a total 
of more than $135,000,000. Exactly 
one-third of this, was accounted for 
by an issue of $45,000,000 in 5 per 
cent bonds for the Georgia Power Co., 
and another of $22,000,000 Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio & Detroit railroad obliga- 
tions gave the week importance in 
new railway financing. 

The total new issues for the week 
compared with $101,000,000 in the 
week before, and $102,000,000 for the 
corresponding week of last year. 

As the week closed, interest again 
swung around to  ~prospective new 
foreign loans. Reports were current 
that the $30,000,000 advance to the 
city of Rome will be negotiated and 
ready for the market early next week. 
A group of Italian steamship com- 
panies also was said to be negotiating 
for a loan of $20,000,000. 

The most interesting foreign financ- 
ing in the past week was the market- 
ing of an issue of $7,500,000 for the 
city of Brisbane, Queensland, Australia, 
inasmuch as it was the first loan to 
any division. of the State of Queens- 
land to be floated in this market.

THE GENEVA CONVERSATIONS. 


The State Department, in its invitation to 
Great Britain and Japan to participat@ in “con- 
versations’” at Geneva for the purpose of 
reaching an agreement for the further limita- 
tion of naval armaments, expresses the hope 
that Italy and France will participate, at least 
informally, notwithstanding their rejection of 
the formal invitation. 

It is a question whether disarmament con- 
ferences do not do more harm than good. 

France is still resentful on account of the 
position in which she was placed at the Wash- 
ington conference. Both France and Italy are 
surrounded with difficulties in trying to main- 
‘tain their security in the Mediterranean. They 
aré probably reluctant to discuss the reasons 
why they are compelled to reject overtures 
looking to the abolition of the submarine or a 
limitation upon their use of this defensive ves- 
sel. . But if pressed too hard they would rather 
expose the situation than consent to a reduc- 

“tion of their defenses below the line of national 
security. The truth is, of course, that the Brit- 
ish navy dominates the Mediterranean, and the 
only effective means of defense on the part of 
Italy and France is by the use of submarines 
and air forces. The African interests of France 
and Italy require them to make certain that 
their communications shall be maintained. 

Eliminating France and Italy, the problem 
of reaching an agreement with Great Britain 
and Japan for further limitation of naval arm- 
ament seems to be insoluble; and probably 
the difficulties in the way will be increased by 
a conference instead of being swept away. 
Comparisons are odious. Americans do not 
relish the ide# that a foreign power should 
be stronger than the United States on the seas. 
They thought this situation had been removed 
by the Washington treaty. Continued dis- 
cussion of the superjority—the great superi- 
ority—of the British naval strength, and the 
reasons why Britain must maintain a cruiser 
strength far beyond that of the United States, 
ig not calculated to improve Anglo-American 
relations. If the delegates at Geneva should 
agree to an arrangement whereby the United 
States was to occupy a position permanently 
inferior to Great Britain and Japan in the mat- 
ter of cruisers it is doubtful if the agreement 
could be ratified. The effect upon Congress 
and the people would probably be the reverse 
of what had been hoped for, and a heavy build- 
ing program might be adopted. 

So long as the disarmament discussions are 
carried on by the league of nations little harm 
can follow, because the whole world knows that 
these discussions are held for the purpose of 
confusing the issue and preventing disarma- 
ment. But when three or four great powers 
meet face to face and begin to talk business, 
comparing their naval strength and daring one 
‘another to reduce their defenses, all secrets are 
apt to come out, and bad feeling rather than 
harmony is to be expected. Each nation has 
its own problems of defense, and these prob- 
lems involve possible collisions with the very 
powerg that are in conference. Each has its 
plan for meeting possible emergencies which

MOVING TOWARD SHANGHAI, 


The struggle of Chinese forces is bringing 
nearer the hour when the fate of Shanghai 
will be determined. The Cantonese forces are 
desperately striving to cut the communications 
of the northern army that is moving down to 
Shanghai, and both sides are trying to gain 
strong positions in the interior. The Cantonese 
are threatening Nanking. There are reports 
of dissension among the Cantonése, some of 
the communist elements urging close coopera- 
tion with Russia and others denouncing the 
soviet propaganda. But these dissensions, if 
they exist, do not seem to affect the forward 
march of the nationalist forces. 

Chang Tso-Lin, the northern war lord, has 
his share of dissensions. He has been betrayed 
by at least two generals and has had to fight 
his way toward Shanghai in order to pave the 
way for the final battle with the Cantonese. 
Treachery is the rule among the military chief- 
tains. They cooperate only “so long as it is 
to their advantage. Hence it is tnwise to make 
forecasts based upon the relative strength or 
position of the main contenders. Defections 
on either side may change the situation in an 
hour. 

The one feature of the struggle that seems 
to be moving toward a climax is the fight for 
Shanghai. That city appears to be doomed 
to suffer all the horrors of bombardment, 
street fighting, fire and looting. The foreign 
powers are on hand ready to beat off attempts 
to bring the foreign settlement and the French 
concession within the zone of native. hostilities. 
If the native armies appear in force, it seems 
probable that the foreign contingents will be 
compelled to fight outside the settlements in 
order to beat off their assailants. 


THE JAPANESE DISASTER. 


As was to have been expected, the American 
Red Cross lost no time in offering aid and suc- 
cor to the victims of Japan’s latest earthquake. 
No sooner had the first meager news of the 
frightful disaster been frashed through the 
cable than steps were taken to ascertain, 
through the State Department, in what manner 
the Red Cross might best aid the stricken 
people. Full information is not yet available, 
but enough was learned to convince the Ameri- 
can branch of that organization that prompt 
measures for effective relief are needed. 
Therefore, on Saturday the American Red 
Cross cabled from its funds $25,000 to the 
Japanese Red Cross, to be used by the relief 
society in its operations among the victims. 
The American Ambassador at Tokyo, to whom 
the cable order was addressed, will at once 
place the fund at the disposition of the Japa- 
nese society. 

Just how much more will be needed is not 
known, but should it be deemed advisable 
President Coolidge will, without doubt, repeat 
his appeal of 1923 to the American people to 
give of their abundance in the cause of hu- 
manity. To that appeal the response was as 
generous as it was prompt, and similar aid 
will be forthcoming now if it is needed. 


TREASURE FROM THE DEEP. 


For many years travelers on the railroads 
along the shores of the Susquehanna river 
have been interested in the operations of the 
barges engaged in dredging that stream. They 
are after the coal that has been washed down 
from the breakers and washeries of the mines 
above. In the last twenty years hundreds of 
thousands of tons of coal have been recovered, 
and the trade in this character of fuel has be- 
come a very important industry. 

Until now mining coal from the bottom of 
a stream has been confined almost exclusively 
to the Pennsylvania rivers, with some small 
operations in Ohio. From Menominee, Mich., 
however, comes the information that at least 
one resident of that State has discovered that 
there is coal to be had, if one will look for it, 
in bodies of ‘water other than the rivers of the 
East. Joe Simansky lives on the shore of 
Lake Michigan. Until this year he never 
dreamed that he might obtain coal without 
the necessity of paying for it. The other day 
his attention was attracted to a black sub- 
stance which showed through the sand on his 
shore line. He investigated and discovered a 
mine of excellent coal right at his door. There 
is enough to last him during the remainder of 
the season and perhaps a reserve supply for 
another year. It all depends upon the winds 
and the drift of the lake. 

Several months ago a coal dock not far 
away from the home of Joe Simansky collaps- 
ed. More than a thousand tons of coal were 
precipitated into the lake. Winds arose and 
drove great waves in the direction of the 
Simansky homestead. Those waves rolled coal 
every time they rolled and the fuel came to a 
halt right at the place where it would do the 
most good. 

As a general thing dwellers along the shores 
of Lake Michigan are not partial to storms 
from the northeast. But Joe Simansky sings 
blithely “‘blow, ye breezes, blow,” and he is 
willing that the waves shall continue to roll 
in his direction as long as there,is a pound of 
the black diamonds resting on the bottom of 
the lake. It is a mighty ill wind that won't 
add a ton or two to the Simansky coal pile. 


SONGS OF OTHER DAYS. 


The Smithsonian institution and other 
scientific organizations and societies have 
added many. volumes to the sum of human 
knowledge in the line of archeology, paleon- 
tology, and various other delvings into the 
dim and distant past.

with them a remarkable collection of “tiddles” | 
and crude musical instruments. ‘They also 
brought old songs that had long been for- 
gotten. It is these old songs’ which the Eng- 
lish society has been seeking. 

It is not strange that those old songs have 
survived among the primitive people of the 
hills. Four hundred years have passed since 
the first white families established their 
homes in the mountains of east Tennessee. 
They were of pure English stock, and they 
brought with them the folk songs of the shires 
of their native land. Because of their isola- 
tion and the lack of communication with the 
outside world they have had little in the way 


their lyrics through the generations without 
the aid of the printing press. 

Now there is to be given to the world again 
the folk songs of yesteryear in such form that 
they may be preserved. Among the thousands 
that have been collected by the late Dr. Cecil 
Sharp, and now being published, are scores of 
the old tunes that were lost for more than 
200 years in the land of their origin. 


JUDGE HAZEL’S PROBLEM. 


Judge John R. Hazel of the United States 
court for the western district of New York 
has had presented to him a most intricate 
problem. He is asked to commit himself as 
to who rules the household of the Swierzbien- 
ski family. Mary and Benny were indicted 
for selling liquor in their home. Mary and 
Benny are man and wife. Benny was acquitted 
by the jury in Judge Hazel’s court. Mary at 
the same time was found guilty. Last Satur- 
day when she appeared for sentence her at- 
torney set up the plea that under the old 
English common law a wife could not be con- 
victed and sentenced ‘for a misdemeanor when 
her husband arrested with her for the same 
offense was not similarly treated. 

The assistant district attorney, prosecuting 
the case, intimated that while the householder 
may have ruled: the ranch in ancient times, 
since the adoption of the suffrage amendment 
“the husband has assumed a place of relative 
obscurity.”’ 

Judge Hazel is a married man. When the 
indiscreet prosecutor uttered that sentence the 
judge exclaimed in astonishment: ‘‘What’s 
that?’’ and took the case under advisement. 

His final decision will establish another 
precedent. 


THE NATIONAL ANTHEM. 


The West Virginia Federation of Music 
Clubs has requested the governor to issue a 
proclamation calling on all proprietors of thea- 
ters and public halls to open their programs 
with the playing of the national anthem. Dur- 
ing the war, when patriotic fervor was at its 
greatest, the “Star-Spangled Banner” was as 
much a part of every gathering as the perform- 
ance itself. 
stood at attention and listened reverently to 
the hymm that signifies the grandeur, greatness 
and glory of the United States. Upon the ces- 
‘sation of hostilities the custom gradually 
lapsed, until today the national anthem is 
rarely played. 

Music is part of the national life, and it 
would be a fine thing if the custom of render- 
ing patriotic airs at all gatherings were re- 
sumed. Not only the “Star-Spangled Banner,” 
but “‘America” might be made part of every 
musical program with good effect. The com- 
plaint is frequently made that the American 
does not know his national songs. Undoubt- 
edly the fault lies in that he does not hear 
them often enough. ‘‘God Save the King”’ is 
a fundamental part of British musical life. 
The “Marseillaise’”’ is beloved of every French- 
man, and takes a.prominent place in all 
celebrations. The American national an- 
them should be raised in the hearts of the 
people to a similar dignity and position. 

Possibly the song is difficult to. sing, a com- 
plaint one frequently hears. No other tune 
could take its place, however, for already it 
has more than 100 years of tradition behind 
it. Inherently it is ‘“‘good music,” and if it 
were played and sung upon every possible oc- 
casion it could soon be popularized. May West. 
Virginia lead the way, and let all other States 
follow her example.

A HOME FOR THE GUARD. 


Agitation for conversion of the old pension 
office into an armory for the national guard 
will not die down. During the session just 
passed the movement gained considerable im- 
petus. It was silenced, however, by an official 
pronouncement, in no uncertain terms, that 
the building was needed for other activities, 
and that the comptroller general’s office, 
housed therein at the present time, was to be 
a permanent occupant. The military and naval 
affairs committee of the Board of Trade, how- 
ever, continued its investigation of the possi- 
bility of obtaining this structtre for the guard, 
and now announces that inasmuch as space 
will be provided for the comptroller general 
in the new building program and that the 
office will have to be moved eventually, an- 
other effort to obtain the pension building for 
the guard, reserve corps and veteran organi- 
zations will be made at the next session. 

The pension office contains ample space to 
house all activities of the organizations, and in 
addition contains a large central area‘suitable 
in all respects for a drill hall. It is univer- 
sally admitted that something must be done 
very soon to provide the guard with a home. 
If it is true that the comptroller general is 
merely a temporary occupant of the structure, 
it would seem that good business would dictate 
replacing his office with a permanent occupant, 
one which is willing and able to assume the 
upkeep and pay liberal rent to the government.

coarse pores. But the average case can 
be remedied. It takes time and pa- 
tience. Results can not reasonably 
be expected in a few weeks, any more 
than they could be expected overnight. 

The trouble usually lies in an overly 
oily skin or one that is imperfectly 
cleansed. The very oily skin should 
not have greasy preparations applied 
to it. It should be cleansed with a 
lotion, preferably. 

The shocking habit of cleansing the 
skin imperfectly and then immediately 
smothering it with more cream and 
power can not be too harshly con- 
demned. Think how the pores become 
distended each time that this facial 
crime is committed! No wonder they 
begin in time to look like holes in the 
face! 

It is a good plan to go over the face 
twice—for there is generally more than 
one layer of grime to remove. If a 
liquid cream or a lotion is used, it 
should be applied with fresh absor- 
bent cotton. There is not the slightest 
harm in using water, but take care 
that it is not too hot and that you 
finish with generous dashes of cold 
water. 

The habit of using a refreshing tonic 
or astringent after cleansing is an ex- 
cellent one to acquire. There is no 
harm in any of the recognized brands 
of astringents, and the fear that some 
women seem to have of their being ‘‘too 
strong” is without foundation. 

The well-Known compound made by 
adding a few drops of benzoin to water 
or witch-hazel is a satisfactory mild 
astringent. If you would like to make 
something rather more complicated, 
you might: try the formula given be- 
low (although I think it wiser for most 
people to get the lotion of a recognized 
specialist.)

DIAGNOSING POTENTIAL CRIMINALS. 


HEN Ferenekes was arrested 
some weeks ago in Chicago, 


DY 


or more years ago this man, then a 
boy, was sent by his court to the labora- 
tory. The laboratory pronounced him 
a case of dementia precox and pre- 
dicted that he would live a life of crime. 
He was accused of having killed several 
people and of being the leader of a 
skilled, experienced, highly technical 
and highly organized gang of bank rob- 
bers, and he has been convicted on 
some of these charges. 

Such predictions have been made and 
verified any number of times. The child 
study department of any large school 
department can entertain you for hours 
with stories of children who diagnosed 
as criminalistic in their early youth. I 
have had them show me written pre- 
dictions of criminality made years be- 
fore the individual came to the bar of 
punishment. 


In the main these diagnoses were 
made on the basis of mental and emo- 
tional tests. As a matter of fact, the 
commitment of crime is merely a plant 
that roots itself in a certain type of 
soll. The right type of soil may be 
present without having the crime plant 
grow out of it. Furthermore, not all 
criminalistic people are convicted. or 
even charged with crime. 

The type of soil out of which crime 
may grow may be the sprouting place 
of other types of mental and emotional 
disturbance. The basic fact is that it 
is possible in many instances by study- 
ing a child’s mentality and emotional 
reactions to diagnose his mental type, 
his personality and his behavior in 
adult life. 


Dr. P. J. Trentzsch proposes to go a 
step farther. He would apply the 
Schneider vitality tests to children 4 to 
14 years old and in that way locate a 
physical basis or a physiological basis 


ing adolescence and perhaps also during 
adult life. 

The Schneider tests were devised as 
tests for aviators. These tests consist 
in testing the effects of change in pos- 
ture from standing to sitting and to 
reclining on pulse rate, blood pressure 
and diastolic blood pressure. 

Trentzsch, having established certain 
pulse rates as normal for children and 
likewise certain blood pressures as nor-

|To Aid Plants 
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The heating methods employed in 
houses and apartments today are such 
that the air in nearly every room is 
too dry to support pot-plants in a 
healthy state for more than a few 
weeks. The combination of a fairly 
high temperature and lack of humidi- 
ty results in such rapid evaporation 
from the leaves that the plants are 
gradually sucked dry. Watering of the 
soil helps, of course, but frequently 
fails to overcome the situation, for the 
roots can not absorb the water and 
distribute it through stems and foli- 
age fast enough to keep up with the 
loss. - 

Where such difficulties exist a rem- 
edy may be found in sprinkling the 
upper parts of the plans with cool, 
clear water every day and setting them 
for a few hours in a bathroom or 
laundry where the air is comparatively 
humid. A real soaking is unnecessary 
—merely wetting the leaves and let- 
ting them dry off as slowly as possible.

The last hope of George “Buck” 
Weaver, former Chicago White Sox 
third baseman, of exoneration in the 
Black Sox baseball scandal of 1919-1920, 
and reinstatement in organized base- 
ball, was shattered today when Com- 
missioner Landis wrote him that the 
decision of December 11, 1922, barring 
him from baseball forever, still stood. 
The -commissioner’s letter. was in 
answer to the dramatic appeal of 
Weaver during the hearing of the Swede 
Risberg charges involving the Chicago 
and Detroit American league teams of 
1917-1919. 


“J regret that it is not possible,” 
the commissioner wrote Weaver, 
“for me to arrive at any other con- 
clusion than that set forth in the 
decision of December 11, 1922, that 
your own admissions and actions in 
the circumstances forbid your re- 
instatement.” 


Since the scandal broke involving 
seven of the White Sox in charges of 
throwing the 1919 world’s series with 


Cincinnati, Weaver has consistently de-’ 


nied any guilt or guilty knowledge of 
the conspiracy. 

Landis’ letter reviews Weaver’s testi- 
mony in the grand jury investigation 
here of the Black Sox scandal in de- 
tail, starting with his admission that 
Eddie Cicotte, former Sox pitcher, ap- 
proached him on the subject of throw- 
ing the world’s series. 

“You testified,” Landis wrote him, 
“that preceding the 1919 series, Cicotte, 
your team’s leading pitcher, asked if 
you wanted to ‘get in on something— 
fix the world’s series’ and you replied: 
“You are crazy; that can’t be done.’ 


“The world’s series then was 
played and so played that even 
during the series your manager, at 
a meeting of the players, stated 
something was wrong. You knew 
your club officials were seeking to 
ascertain the facts, but you kept 
still.”

WHEELER IS PROUD 
OF LATE CONGRESS 


Far-Reaching Aid to Prohibi- 
tion Enformement En- 
acted, He Says.

Whatever anybody else thinks of the 
late Sixty-ninth Congress, Wayne B. 
Wheeler, counsel for the Antisaloon 
league, credits it with “important and 
far-reaching aid” in prohibition en- 
forcement.

“The Secretary apponits 
the commissioner but the President 
is required by the Constitution to see 
that the laws are enforced. There is 
joint responsibility.”

MISS SPORE ASSERTS 


Admits She Contemplated 
Killing Self After Her 
Mother’s Death. 


Suicide, exemplified in the recent 
wave of self extermination by students 
throughout the country, was charac- 
terized as a “psychic farce” yesterday 
by Miss Marion Spore, artist, arriving 
in Washington to conduct an exhibition 
of her “psychic paintings” at the Wash- 
ington hotel. 

Miss Spore described suicide, not as 
the climax of a drama, but a pitiful 
anticlimax, by “they” of the spirit 
world. Admitting ‘she had _ con- 
templated suicide following the unex- 
pected death of her ‘mother, she said 
she was deterred by a message from 
“they,” portraying suicide as a futile 
effort to obtain release from the duties 
which devolve on all humans. 

The spirits must perform each act 
and suffer each pang to which the 
bodies of those who commit suicide 
would have been subjected had they 
lived their normal life, she said. She 
insisted that “they” direct her to paint 
her canvases as a means of testifying 
that there is no death.
